Pinhey. 

Those who buy V.I.P. 
tickets get into a panel and 
guided tasting with the 
guests, said organizer Bruce 
Mans our, and everyone can 
check out the new Bar Still¬ 
well and Ladies Beer League 
Cask Beer Pavilion or grab 
food under $5. 

There are 55 Nova Sco¬ 
tian products at the festival, 
and Mansour said the casks 
help show off some brew¬ 
eries with a smaller amount 
of beer as well as the cask 
flavour.

As “an old guy” who grew 
up in Canada when there 
were no craft breweries 
or festivals, Pashley said 
he’s kept his life revolving 
around beer because it just 
gets “better and better.”

A bubbly piece of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island is coming to the 
Halifax waterfront. 

This September, the Gahan 
House is planning to open in 
the former Hart & Thistle Gas- 
tropub space at Historic Proper¬ 
ties. 

“It kind of all came together 
at once,” said Vanessa Smith of 
Gahan’s parent company, Mur¬ 
phy Group of Restaurants. 

“We’re excited to open and 
share what we do on P.E.I.” 

Smith said they had been 
planning on expanding the 
popular Gahan House in Char¬ 
lottetown to Halifax “for a long 
time,” and were approached 
about the Upper Water Street 
space a few weeks ago. 

The historic location ap¬ 
pealed to them because the 
Murphy Group uses many 
heritage buildings on P.E.I. for 
restaurants, Smith said. 

The Gahan Breweiy was 
established in 1997. The first 
beers were bottled in 2008, 
including Sir John A’s Honey 
Wheat Ale, which Smith said 
has won multiple awards. 

“Our beer in Halifax has 
been getting more and more

popular,” Smith said about the 
Gahan line available at NSLC 
stores. 

Although Gahan and its sis¬ 
ter breweiy, the P.E.I Brewing 
Company, dominate the island 
craft beer market, Smith said 
there’s still enough room here 
to succeed alongside Propeller, 
Garrison and the North Brew¬ 
ing Company. 

“The craft beer industry is 
just blowing up right now and 
it has been for a couple years, 
even more so in Halifax,” Smith 
said. “I think that all the brew¬ 
eries offer something differ¬ 
ent.” 

The pub is set to open in ear¬ 
ly September and a few season¬ 
al ales will be brewed on-site. 
Most of the regular beer will be 
shipped from Charlottetown. 

Smith wasn’t worried about 
the Hart & Thistle’s closure 
— and that of several other 
downtown businesses — saying 
there will always be businesses 
that “make it,” and others that 
don’t. “We’re going to just see 
what comes,” she said.

Rogues to Riches for board game developer?

It’s a project 12 years in the 
making, but Sam Fraser’s 
board game is finally ready 
to grace tables all over the 
world. 

“In a perfect world, we’ll 
eventually be shipping it 
everywhere,” the Halifax 
resident said Thursday. 

Once known as Gentle¬ 
men Thieves and now called 
Rogues to Riches, the game 
Fraser started designing in 
2002 has been on the mar¬ 
ket in Halifax for the better 


part of two years. Now, Fra¬ 
ser wants to take it around 
the world through a crowd¬ 
funding campaign on Kick- 
starter. 

The goal is $16,500 over 
35 days, enough to manu¬ 
facture at least 1,000 copies 
of the game. If everything 
goes according to plan, they 
should be shipped out by 
spring 2015. 

Fraser described Rogues 
to Riches as “a storytell¬ 
ing game for the criminally 


imaginative,” in which you 
play as a thief breaking into 
lairs and stealing riches. 

Of course, those riches 
are protected by traps, and 
in order to avoid an un¬ 
timely demise, players have 
access to 56 tools, including 
everything from a zip line to 
a bear costume. 

Players must describe 
how they used the available 
gear to survive and other 
players vote on whether 
they accept the scenario as 


realistic. 

“Kids and big kids are 
good at the game,” Fraser 
said with a laugh. “It’s more 
of a creative game than an 
analytical one.” 

Fraser will be hosting a 
launch party for the Kick- 
starter campaign on Monday 
at the Board Room Game 
Cafe on Barrington Street. 

“I want people playing 
the game to feel a never- 
ending sense of novelty,” he

Vexatious vessel. 

More issues have been 
fixed than paperwork 
shows, says McNeil 


Nova Scotia had no choice 
in taking possession of the 
Bluenose II last month, de¬ 
spite a myriad of outstanding 
problems with the still-unsea¬ 
worthy vessel, Premier Ste¬ 
phen McNeil said Thursday. 

He said the company re¬ 
sponsible for restoring the 
historic boat had fulfilled 
its contractual obligations, 
meaning the province was re¬ 
quired to take over the ship 
on July 30. 

“The builder built the ves¬ 
sel based on the design that 
they had,” said McNeil. 

A recently released re¬ 
port outlined dozens of de¬ 
ficiencies associated with 
the much-delayed and over¬ 
budget project, ranging from 
problems with the boat’s 
steering and stability to poor¬ 
ly installed masts and a leak¬ 
ing bulkhead.

McNeil said a number of 
those issues, including the 
ship’s stability problems, 
have been resolved and are 
simply a matter of updating 
the report. 

“Ironically, many of the 
deficiencies have been dealt 
with. The paperwork just 
hasn’t followed,” said McNeil, 
adding that he believes the 
ship is stable. 

At the project’s outset in 
2009, the provincial govern¬ 
ment estimated the work 
would cost $14.4 million, but 
that had risen to $19 million 
as of June. 

In taking possession of 
the Bluenose II, the province 
withheld only $25,000 for 
issues related to work done 
by the builder. 

The auditor general has 
been asked to report on the 
problem-plagued restoration. 


McNeil said he is confi¬ 
dent the boat will be oper¬ 
ational by the end of 2014, at 
which point it will undergo 
an “aggressive sea trial,” but 
he understands there is some 
frustration over the signifi¬ 
cant delays and cost overruns. 

“I think Nova Scotians 
have very clearly laid out that 
they are veiy discouraged,” 
said McNeil. “Quite frankly, 
this should have been dealt 
with long before I became 
premier. It hasn’t been (and) 
we’re dealing with it.” 

The inspection report that 
outlined the remaining de¬ 
ficiencies was conducted by 
the builder, Lenglceelc Ves¬ 
sel Engineering — a cause 
for concern for Kevin Lacey, 
Atlantic director of the Can¬ 
adian Taxpayers Federation. 

“This would be like a 
student grading their own 



exam,” said Lacey. “This ves¬ 
sel needs an independent 
examination to ensure the 
taxpayers are getting what 
they pay for.” 

Lacey has been an out¬ 
spoken critic of the govern¬ 
ment’s handling of the ship’s 
restoration and questioned 
its decision to accept posses¬ 
sion of the vessel.

Province mum on allowable level 
of emissions from Northern Pulp 


Pictou Co. Environment 
Minister says decision 
about mill's operations 
will depend partly on 
stack test set for Aug. 18 


Nova Scotia’s environment 
minister won’t say what level 
of emissions would lead the 


province to shut down North¬ 
ern Pulp in Pictou County. 

Randy Delorey said Thurs¬ 
day the government is wait¬ 
ing on results from a stack 
test scheduled for Aug. 18 
before deciding what to do 
about the mill, which has 
generated controversy be¬ 
cause of smelly emissions 
over the summer. 

“I think the time is better 
spent actually looking for and 


collecting the data to make 
those appropriate decisions,” 
Delorey told reporters fol¬ 
lowing a cabinet meeting in 
Halifax. 

Delorey said he expects 
the test results by October, 
but he doesn’t know whether 
they will be made public, cit¬ 
ing possible “commercial re¬ 
strictions.” 

A group called Clean Pic¬ 
tou Air has called on the prov¬ 


ince to do something about 
the particulate matter com¬ 
ing from the mill, though so 
far the province has allowed 
the company to continue 
operating. 

Last November, Health 
Minister Leo Glavine said the 
emissions posed no immedi¬ 
ate health risk to Pictou resi¬ 
dents after testing indicated 
particulate matter coming 
from the mill was 78 per cent 


above the legal limit. 

“We have nothing really 
substantial from the scientif¬ 
ic community or the medical 
community to indicate that 
we have a problem that has to 
be addressed right at this mo¬ 
ment,” Glavine said Thursday. 

The results of the summer 
emissions tests will impact 
whether the mill is granted 
future operating permits, he 
added. 


Northern Pulp spokes¬ 
man David Mackenzie said 
the problem lies in part with 
the facility’s aging equip¬ 
ment, namely its electrostatic 
precipitator, which is not fil¬ 
tering emissions to environ¬ 
mental standards. 

But he said a long-term 
solution likely won’t be in 
place until next May, when a 
new precipitator unit is to be 
installed, the Canadian press

Three public meetings have 
been scheduled to address 
proposed changes to the mu¬ 
nicipality’s subdivision by¬ 
law, because concerns were 
raised by developers and 
HRM staff. 

The most significant pro¬ 
posal could be a plea from 
developers to alter a two per 
cent inspection fee charged 
by the municipality during 
subdivision road construc¬ 
tion that they say is too steep. 

The two per cent is col¬ 
lected up front and held until 
the exact cost of construction 
is known, a process that may

cause developers “undue fi¬ 
nancial strain,” according to 
a municipality fact sheet. 

Other items up for review 
include landscaping require¬ 
ments, the role of utility 
companies in the subdivision 
approval process and fees for 
installing LED streetlights. 

While many of the pro¬ 
posed changes are minor, 
it’s still important to develop 
sustainably, according to 
Tristan Cleveland, coordin¬ 
ator for Our HRM Alliance. 

“It is absolutely crucial 
that development pays for 
itself,” Cleveland said. “In 
some places it costs the city 
and taxpayers more to de¬ 
velop than in others.” 

Cleveland said that areas 
with existing infrastructure 
— like sewer, water and road 
service — are more cost-ef¬ 
fective for development than 
breaking ground in previous¬ 
ly undeveloped areas. 

“Development fees should 
be lowest where it costs the 
least to taxpayers, in existing 


neighbourhoods and the 
downtown core,” Cleveland 
said. 

He added that Halifax is 
lagging behind other Can¬ 
adian cities when it comes to 
adjusting development costs 
to particular locations. 

On the subject of green 
space — one of the proposed 
changes — Cleveland said 
it’s critical that parkland be 
connected to create natural 
“corridors,” rather than iso¬ 
lated in individual patches of 
green. 

Requests for comment 
from both city councillors 
and the Urban Development 
Institute on the bylaw chan¬ 
ges were not returned at 
press time. 

The public meetings will 
be held Aug. 11, 18 and 20 
in Dartmouth, Bedford, and 
Halifax, respectively. 

A review of the subdiv¬ 
ision bylaw began in Febru¬ 
ary after the release of a staff 
report on the subject. The 
existing bylaw was originally 
passed in 2006 as part of a 
larger regional plan. 

An online survey is avail¬ 
able for those interested in 
commenting on the pro¬ 
posed changes, in addition to 
mail, email or fax responses. 
The deadline is Sept. 5.

McCain dosing P.E.I. plant 


McCain Foods is blaming a 
shift in the market for french 
fries and the stronger Can¬ 
adian dollar for its decision to 
close a plant in Prince Edward 
Island. 

When the plant in Borden- 
Carleton shuts down at the 
end of October, 121 jobs will 
be lost. 


The company says there 
has been a shift in demand 
for its french fries from North 
America to other parts of the 
world, which was a factor in its 
decision. 

The New Brunswiclc-based 
food company says production 
at its plant in P.E.I. has dropped 
by two-thirds over the last dec¬ 


ade and it’s now the smallest 
and least utilized factory in 
McCain’s network of facilities 
across North America.

A board spokes¬ 
woman said Wednesday that a 
transformer caught fire and a 
sprinkler system extinguished 
the blaze. 

The platform also had an 
electrical fire on Jan. 19, 2013, 
that resulted in a temporaiy 
shutdown of its operations.

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NATO pledges support for Kyiv 
in face of Russian belligerence

NATO’s chief defied mount¬ 
ing Russian belligerence 
Thursday with a pledge to 
provide assistance to Ukraine, 
which is battling to quash an 
insurgency being waged by 
pro-Russia rebels in the coun- 
tiy’s east. 

The show of support from 
Anders Fogh Rasmussen 
comes as government troops 
increasingly focus their push 
to claw back rebel-held ter- 
ritoiy on the stronghold of 
Donetsk.

The cremated remains of nine 
victims of a 1978 mass cult sui¬ 
cide-murder in Jonestown, Guy¬ 
ana, have turned up in a former 
funeral home in Delaware, offi¬

The state Division of Foren¬ 
sic Science has taken posses¬ 
sion of the remains, discovered 
at the former Minus Funeral 
Home in Dover, and is work¬ 
ing to make identifications and 
notify relatives, the agency and 
Dover police said in a statement. 

On Nov. 18, 1978, gunmen 
from the Peoples Temple cult 
ambushed and killed U.S. Rep.

Cult leader Jim Jones then 
orchestrated a ritual of mass 
murder and suicide at the 
temple’s nearby agricultural 
commune, ordering followers 
to drink cyanide-laced grape 
punch. Most of them complied, 
although survivors described 
some people being shot, in¬ 
jected with poison, or forced 
to drink the deadly beverage

The prospect of a humanitarian 
catastrophe could soon pull the 
United States one step deeper 
into Iraq, several years after its 
troops exited a long and painful 
war there. 

President Barack Obama 
announced Thursday night he 
had authorized the U.S. militaiy 
to launch targeted airstrikes if 
needed, to protect Americans 


from Islamic militants in north¬ 
ern Iraq. 

He also said the U.S. militaiy 
had carried out airdrops of hu¬ 
manitarian aid to Iraqi religious 
minorities trapped by the al- 
Qaida splinter group known as 
the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant. 

The food and water supplies 
were delivered to the tens of 
thousands of Yazidis trapped on 
a mountain. The Yazidis, who 
follow an ancient religion with 
ties to Zoroastrianism, fled 
their homes after ISIL group 
issued an ultimatum to convert 
to Islam, pay a religious fine, 
flee their homes or face death. 

The Canadian government 
also condemned ISIL’s behav¬ 
iour. On Thursday, Foreign Af¬ 


fairs Minister John Baird said 
“despicable acts of violence” had 
displaced more than 200,000 
people in the past week. 

Obama, who has staked 
much of his legacy as president 
on ending the Iraq war, ac¬ 
knowledged that the prospect 
of a new round of U.S. militaiy 
action would be a cause for con¬ 
cern among many Americans. 
He vowed anew not to put 
American combat troops back 
on the ground in Iraq and said 
there was no U.S. militaiy solu¬ 
tion to the crisis. 

“As commander in chief, I 
will not allow the United States 
to be drawn into fighting an¬ 
other war in Iraq,” Obama said.

Hamas threatens to resume rocket 
attacks if Gaza blockade not lifted 


With a deadline looming hours 
away, Hamas on Thursday re¬ 
jected Israeli demands it dis¬ 
arm and threatened to resume 
its rocket attacks if its demands 
for lifting a crippling blockade 
on Gaza were not met. 

The hardline stance, voiced

A text message from Hamas’ 
military wing, the Izzedine al- 
Qassam Brigades, warned there 
would be no extension of the 
ceasefire if there was no agree¬ 
ment to permanently lift the 
blockade enforced by Israel and 
Egypt since the militant group 
overran Gaza in 2007. 

Abu Obeida, the al-Qassam 
spokesman, appeared on the 
group’s Al-Aqsa TV station and 
said Hamas was “ready to go to 


war again.” Meanwhile, Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Net¬ 
anyahu vowed a tough reaction 
if Hamas renews hostilities. 

UN Secretaiy-General Ban 
Ki-moon weighed in again on 
the Hamas-Israel conflict, de¬

Tribunal convicts two leaders 
of Cambodia’s Khmer Rouge 



ZMapp. ‘Virtually no 
doses’ of experimental 
drug available for Africans 


Reign of tenor. By 1979, 
which saw the end of the 
fanatical Khmer Rouge 
movement, nearly a 
quarter of the country’s 
population was dead 


They were leaders of Cambo¬ 
dia’s infamous Khmer Rouge, 
the fanatical communist move¬ 
ment behind a 1970s reign of 
terror that transformed this en¬ 
tire Southeast Asian nation into 
a ruthless slave state — a place 
where cities were emptied of 
their inhabitants, religion and 
schools were banned, and any¬ 
one deemed a threat was exe¬ 
cuted. 

When the nightmare ended 
in 1979, close to two million 
people were dead — a quarter 
of Cambodia’s population at 
the time. 

On Thursday, a UN-backed 
tribunal convicted two of 
the once all-powerful men of 
crimes against humanity in 


the first and possibly the last 
verdicts to be issued against the 
group’s aging, top members. 

Although survivors wel¬ 
comed the decision to impose 
life sentences against Khieu 
Samphan, an 83-year-old for¬ 
mer head of state, and Nuon 
Chea, the movement’s 88-year- 
old chief ideologue, they also 
say justice has come far too late 
and is simply not adequate. 

“Nothing can compare to 
the immense suffering they 
imposed, no sentence can be 
enough,” said Youlc Chhang, 
who heads the Documentation 
Center of Cambodia, which 
has collected more than a mil¬ 
lion documents related to the 
Khmer Rouge terror. 

There was no visible reac¬ 
tion from either of the accused 
when the decisions were an¬ 
nounced. Defence lawyers in¬ 
sisted the case was not over and 
vowed to appeal within 30 days. 

Summarizing the verdict, 
chief judge Nil Nonn said 
the defendants were part of 
“a joint criminal enterprise” 
that launched “a widespread 


and systematic attack against 
the civilian population” after 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas seized 
Phnom Penh on April 17,1975. 

The case, which lasted about 
two years, focused on just one 


of many mass killing sites and 
the forced exodus of millions of 
people from Cambodia’s cities 
and towns, where even hospi¬ 
tals were emptied of patients.

Africans seeking a drug to help 
contain the Ebola virus will 
have to wait months before 
an experimental treatment 
used on two infected Amer¬ 
icans is produced even in small 
amounts, officials said. 

And there are no guarantees 
that the medication known as 
ZMapp would help curb the 
spread of the dreaded disease, 
which starts with a fever and 
body aches and sometimes pro¬ 
gresses to serious bleeding. Sup¬ 
plies of the drug are limited. It 
has never been tested for safety 
or effectiveness in humans. 

The health minister of Ni¬ 
geria, one of the four countries 
where Ebola has broken out, 
told a news conference in his 
country that he had asked the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention about access to 
the drug. A CDC spokesman 
said Wednesday “there are vir¬ 
tually no doses available.” 

The lack of wider availabil¬ 
ity “shows simply that white 
patients and black patients do 
not have the same value in the 
eyes of world medicine,” said

Who pays for mine 
tailings cleanup? 


Likely, B.C. Not the 

taxpayers, according 
to federal Industry 
Minister James Moore 


Taxpayers shouldn’t be on the 
hook for cleaning up a massive 
spill from a mine tailings pond 
in British Columbia, the feder¬ 
al industry minister said Thurs¬ 
day as residents in a remote re¬ 
source community awaited the 
results of water quality testing. 

A dam holding back the 
tailings pond at Imperial Met¬ 


als’ Mount Polley Mine in 
central B.C. burst open on 
Monday, releasing 10 million 
cubic metres of water and 4.5 
million cubic metres of poten¬ 
tially toxic silt into adjacent 
lakes, rivers and creeks. 

Government officials have 
acknowledged they still don’t 
know what exactly leaked out, 
though tests on the water ex¬ 
pected Thursday may provide 
at least some answers about 
the possible impact of the spill. 

Federal environment and 
fisheries officials have so far 
deferred comment to the prov¬ 
incial government, which is 


leading the investigation and 
response, though Industry 
Minister James Moore became 
the first federal cabinet minis¬ 
ter to weigh into the disaster 
during an unrelated event in 
Montreal. 

“Those who are responsible 
for this should pay for this,” 
said Moore. “This should not be 
the responsibility of taxpayers.” 

The provincial Environment 
Ministry has ordered Imperial 
Metals Corp. to immediately 
take action to prevent addi¬ 
tional water and silt from leak¬ 
ing out of the tailings pond, 
account for what was in the 


‘Relatively benign' 


The company has apolo¬ 
gized for the spill, though 
it has also suggested the 
water and silt that escaped 
from the tailings pond is 
safe. Company president 
Brian Kynoch said the 
tailings pond water is 
almost drinkable, while 
he described the solids as 
“relatively benign.”

G20 class-action lawsuit OK to 
move ahead, Ontario court rules

An Ontario court is al¬ 
lowing hundreds of people 
detained during the G20 
summit in Toronto four 
years ago to proceed with a 
class-action lawsuit. 

The suit was stalled last 
year when a judge ruled it 
couldn’t proceed as a class 
action because its “broad, 
sweeping nature” was 
viewed as problematic. 

But a Divisional Court 
panel hearing an appeal of 


that ruling has now cleared 
the way for the suit to move 
forward. 

In a unanimous decision, 
Justice Ian Nordheimer 
wrote on behalf of the 
panel that police actions 
alleged in the suit, if prov¬ 
en, would have “violated a 
basic tenet of how police in 
a free and democratic soci¬ 
ety are expected to conduct 
themselves.” 

More than 1,000 people 


were detained by police dur¬ 
ing the G20 summit in June 
2010 after protesters using 
so-called Black Bloc tactics 
broke away from a peaceful 
rally and ran through the 
downtown, smashing win¬ 
dows and burning police 
cruisers.

Families 
welcome 
at bedside 
for crises 


Break from tradition. 

Experts claim benefits 
to not shooing family 
away during patient 
resuscitation efforts 


When a code blue is an¬ 
nounced in hospital and a 
resuscitation team rushes to 
a patient’s side, tradition has 
dictated that family members 
get out of the way. 

But that notion is slowly 
being replaced by a new mod¬ 
el in which family members 
are given the option — some¬ 
times even encouragement — 
to remain near the bedside. 

Among centres embracing 
the idea is Calgaiy’s recently 
opened acute-care hospital, 
South Health Campus, where 
staff make sure family mem¬ 
bers know they are welcome 
to be present if they wish. 

Joanne Ganton, manager 
of the Patient and Family 
Centred Care program at 
South Health Campus, said 
the idea raised a number of 
objections, including that it 
would be too traumatic for 
families, there would not be 
enough room to work and 
there was a danger of a per¬ 
son fainting, thereby creating 


another patient. 

However, research and 
experience show those fears 
haven’t been borne out, said 
Ganton. 

Quite the opposite, agreed 
Stephen Samis, vice-president 
of programs at the Canadian 
Foundation for Health Care 
Improvement. 

“They’re less traumatized 
than if they’ve been waiting 
out in the corridors and hav¬ 
ing somebody come out and 
tell them, ‘Well, here’s what 
happened,”’ Samis said. 

He added that research 
suggests patient outcomes 
are better, care is improved 
and there are fewer errors. 

While staff may experi¬ 
ence some performance anx¬ 
iety, Ganton said loved ones 
are typically focused on the 
patient. 

“They just want to be 
close, because your biggest 
fear is, ‘I don’t want him to 
die alone. I don’t want him to 
die with strangers,”’ she said. 

And if a patient doesn’t 
survive, she said family mem¬ 
bers often feel that if “he 
could have just heard my 
voice, felt my touch, I know 
that he would have known I 
was there for him and maybe 
he would have held on.”

Hurricanes rare in paradise 


Hawaii has been directly 
hit by hurricanes only three 
times since 1950, though the 
region has had 147 tropical 
cyclones over that time. The 
last time Hawaii was hit with 
a tropical storm or hurricane 
was in 1992, when Hurri¬ 
cane Iniki killed six people 
and destroyed more than 
1,400 homes in Kauai, said 
meteorologist Eric Lau.

The U.S. Geological Survey 
reports a magnitude 4.5 earth¬ 
quake has rattled Hawaii’s Big 
Island, as two hurricanes rum¬ 
bled toward the islands. 

The earthquake struck on 
the north tip of the Big Island, 
about 7 miles (11 kilometres) 
from Waimea at 6:24 a.m. local 
time. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 


initially announced the quake 
was magnitude 4.3 and quickly 
upgraded it. 

Hawaii County Civil De¬ 
fence Director Darryl Oliveira 
says there haven’t been any 
reports of damage. He said a 
moderate quake is “not uncom¬ 
mon” for Hawaii. 

An employee of a grocery 
store in Waimea, a city of about 


7,000, said the quake did not 
cause any apparent damage in 
the building and did not knock 
anything off shelves.

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Flight delays, cancellations 
up for U.S. airlines in 2014 


More U.S. flights arrived late 
in June than the month be¬ 
fore, continuing a string of 
poor performances by U.S. 
airlines. 

The government says that 
in the first six months of the 
year, the rate of late flights 
was the highest since 2008 
and cancellations the highest 
since 2000. 

The U.S. Department of 
Transportation said Thurs¬ 
day that among airlines 
reporting, 71.8 per cent of 
domestic flights arrived on 
time in June, down from 76.9 


per cent the month before 
and 71.9 per cent in June 
2013. 

Hawaiian Airlines and Al¬ 
aska Airlines, which aren’t 
as exposed to bad weather in 
the eastern and central parts 
of the country, had the best 
on-time ratings. Delta Air 
Lines led among the biggest 
carriers. 

Regional airlines Envoy 
and Expressjet and big carri¬ 
ers Southwest and American 
were at the bottom of the 
rankings. All were late more 
than 30 per cent of the time. 


American and Envoy are both 
owned by American Airlines 
Group Inc., whose chief oper¬ 
ating officer, Robert Isom, 
said that the company’s net¬ 
work suffered more than ri¬ 
vals from bad weather. 

Jean Medina, a spokes¬ 
woman for Airlines for Amer¬ 
ica, said weather has been 
the biggest factor all year, 
with 17,370 weather-related 
cancellations in the first 
half of 2014 compared with 
11,480 in the same period 
last year. 
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Jury convicts U.S. man in teen’s death 


A juiy convicted a U.S. man 
of second-degree murder and 
manslaughter on Thursday 
after he shot a drunk, un¬ 
armed black woman in the 
face on his porch last year 
after she pounded on his 
door. It rejected his claim 
that he was afraid for his life 
and had acted in self-defence. 

Theodore Wafer shot Reni- 
sha McBride through a screen 
door on Nov. 2, hours after 
she crashed into a parked car 


near his house. No one knows 
why she ended up at the 
home, although prosecutors 
speculated that the 19-year- 
old may have been seeking 
help. 

“She just wanted to go 
home,” prosecutor Patrick 
Muscat said during clos¬ 
ing arguments, holding the 
shotgun Wafer used to kill 
McBride. “She ended up in 
the morgue with bullets in 
her head and in her brain be¬ 


cause the defendant picked 
up this shotgun, released this 
safety, raised it at her, pulled 
the trigger and blew her face 
off.” 

Wafer, 55, who had been 
free on bond, was also con¬ 
victed on a gun-related 
charge and was ordered to 
jail to await his sentence. He 
could face up to life in prison 
with the possibility of parole, 
but it is likely his sentence 
will be much shorter.

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Surrogacy 
targeted in 
drafted Thai 
legislation 


Commercial surrogate 
pregnancy. Thailand 
moves to ban practice 
after child with 
Down syndrome was 
allegedly abandoned 


Thailand pushed to ban com¬ 
mercial surrogacy Thursday as 
a case involving nine surrogate 
babies allegedly with the same 
Japanese father emerged only 
days after a furor over the al¬ 
leged abandonment of a sur¬ 
rogate-bom baby with Down 
syndrome. 

The discoveiy of the nine 
babies being cared for by nan¬ 
nies in a Bangkok condomin¬ 
ium followed accusations by a 
Thai surrogate that an Austral¬ 
ian couple had left the boy with 
Down syndrome to be raised 
by her, while taking home his 
healthy twin sister. The scandal 
has focused global attention on 
the largely unregulated indus¬ 
try in Thailand, which author¬ 
ities say became a go-to destina¬ 
tion for commercial surrogacy 


after well-off countries tight¬ 
ened their own laws. 

Officials said Thursday that 
the draft of a law banning sur¬ 
rogacy was submitted to the 
junta’s head of legal and justice 
affairs and will be forwarded to 
the interim legislature for con¬ 
sideration next week. 

“Now is good timing, as 
the steps (toward passing the 
law) have been completed,” 
said Rarinthip Sirorat, of the 
Social Development and Hu¬ 
man Security Ministiy, “The 
purpose of this law is to give 
maximum benefits to the sur¬ 
rogate babies.” 

According to the draft, the 
new law would prohibit com¬ 
mercial surrogacy and those 
violating the law will face up 
to 10 years in prison and a 
fine of up to $6,200 US. Agen¬ 
cies, advertisers or reemiters 
of surrogate mothers will face 
up to five years in jail and a 
fine of up to $3,100 US.

That bites. Sugar 
transmitted by 
tick bites triggers 
meat-based allergic 
reactions in people 


Doctors across the United 
States are seeing a surge of 
sudden meat allergies in 
people who are being bitten 
by a certain kind of tick. 

This bizarre problem was 
only discovered a few years 
ago but is growing as the ticks 
spread from the southwest 
and the east to more parts of 
the United States. The culprit 
is the Lone Star tick, named 
for Texas, a state famous for 
meaty barbecues. The tick is 
now found throughout the 
south and the eastern half of 
the countiy. 

The bugs harbour a sugar 
humans don’t have, called 



alpha-gal. The sugar is also 
found in red meat and even 
some daily products. 

A tick bite triggers an im¬ 
mune system response, and in 
that high-alert state, the body 
perceives the sugar the tick 
transmitted to the victim’s 
bloodstream and skin as a 
foreign substance, and makes 
antibodies to it, setting the 
stage for an allergic reaction 
the next time the sugar is con¬ 
sumed.

‘Golden age’. Are 

microbreweries a 
fad that'll fizzle out 
or a business that'll 
replace beer-making 
behemoths?

Tom Green’s first sips of beer 
came courtesy of his dad, Ri¬ 
chard — sort of. 

“When you first start drink¬ 
ing,” the Canadian comedian 
recalls in a phone interview 
with Metro, “you sneak what¬ 
ever your dad has in the fridge.” 

Growing up in the nation’s 
capital meant sneaking the na¬ 
tion’s top brands, namely Mol- 
son’s Export and Canadian, and 
Labatt’s 50 and Blue. 

When he started buying 
his own beer, the funny man 
considered himself a bit of a 
connoisseur. “I always went to¬ 
wards the craft — Rickard’s Red 
and Alexander Keith’s, good 
Canadian beers,” says Green, 
who now lives full-time in LA. 

Back in the 1980s and ’90s, 
choice was limited. New micro¬ 
breweries started, then went 
flat fast. These days, the options 
are seemingly endless. There are 
saisons for patio season, pump¬ 
kin ales come fall, stouts for the 
holiday season and maple syrup 
concoctions in the spring. 

We are currently in a “gold¬ 
en age” of craft beer, says Joel 
Manning, the brewmaster at 
Mill Street Breweiy in Toronto, 
who has been working in the 
business since 1986. 

Over the past four years, 
he says, an average of one new 
microbreweiy pops up in On¬ 
tario each month. It’s a similar 
stoiy across the countiy, from 
Nova Scotia to British Columbia. 

Hopped up on going local 

Green teamed up with 
Beau’s All Natural Brewing Co. 
in Vankleelc Hill, Ont., a one- 
light town about an hour east 
of Ottawa, to make and sell The 
Tom Green Beer. 

The beer bottles, bearing 
a beautiful illustration of the 
comedy legend with one eye¬ 
brow cocked, seem like an elab¬ 
orate prank. But it’s actually a 
serious award-winning milk 
stout, inspired by the milk gags 
Green used to pull on his Rog¬ 
ers cable access show before he 
hit the big time. 

It’s this attention to detail 
of what’s on, as well as in, the 
bottles that has led the father- 
son team of Tim and Steve 
Beauchense to big-time success. 



Breaking into the beer biz 


Starting a microbrewery takes 
skill, and perhaps a bit of liquid 
courage. Granville Island Brew¬ 
ing Co. (GIB) in Vancouver has 
managed to stay in the beer 
biz for 30 years and counting. 
Here’s some key ingredients for 
brewing up success. 


• The lightbulb moment: In 

the early '80s, Mitch Taylor 
and Bill Harvey were inspired 
by the beer culture in 
Germany and Belgium and 
decided to try to bring it to 
British Columbia. 


• Have laser 
focus: 

The duo

bottom fermented lager 
beers aged for several weeks 
in cold pressurized tanks, 
sold in draft in bars. They 
also made GIB available in 
bottles in local restaurants 
and stores. 


• Build a cult following: In 

1984 GIB was born, focusing 
on a German lager beer to 
gain a loyal local fan base. 


• Stay true to your roots: 

While GIB is now owned by 
Molson Coors Brewing Co. it 
remains small and in B.C. 


Beau’s (a shortening of their 
surname) launched on Canada 
Day in 2006 and is now served 
in about 1,200 restaurants and 
sold in roughly 400 Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board of Ontario (LCBO) 
stores. 

“This is part of the local 
food movement,” says Steve, 
explaining the phenomenal 
growth of his certified organic 
breweiy. “People want to have 
authentic food and beer.” 

Drinking beer has always 


seemed as authentically Can¬ 
adian as ice hockey and maple 
syrup. But cracking open a few 
cold ones actually peaked in 
the Great White North in 1975 
at 106.50 litres of beer per cap¬ 
ita. By 2010, consumption had 
dropped to 73.86 litres per cap¬ 
ita, with many opting for wine 
instead, according to Statistics 
Canada. 

But beer is still the No. 1 al¬ 
coholic beverage for Canucks, 
with many now choosing a 


microbrew. Sales of craft beer 
have increased by 1,800 per 
cent to approximately $50 mil¬ 
lion over the past 10 years, ac¬ 
cording to a spokesperson with 
the LCBO. In B.C., sales from 
breweries producing less than 
15,000 hectolitres have more 
than doubled since 2009 to 
$67.9 milfion, reveals a spokes¬ 
person with B.C.’s liquor distri¬ 
bution branch. 

It used to be men, like 
Green’s dad, would buy “yel¬ 


low, fizzy beer” by the case, 
for life, from the dominant 
Canadian brands. “Most people 
now have 10 to 12 beers on ro¬ 
tation,” says Manning. 

The big guys react (or not) 

Molson has woken up to 
this sobering reality. 

The iconic brand, started by 
John Molson in 1786 in Mont¬ 
real, has heavily relied on na¬ 
tionalism to build loyalty. The 
average clean-cut Joe reciting 
the ‘I am Canadian’ rant in a 
plaid shirt in the early 2000s 
was the Platonic ideal of the 
Molson customer. Then, Can¬ 
ada’s breweiy merged with 
American behemoth Coors to 
form Molson Coors Brewing 
Co. in 2005. 

While Canadian guys in 
2014 are still partial to plaid, 
the young ones also tend to 
have a craft beer from a local 
breweiy in their hands. This 
shift led Molson Coors to set 
up a craft beer division in 2011, 
after acquiring two top micro¬ 
brewers — Ontario’s Creemore 
Springs and B.C.’s Granville Is¬ 
land Brewing Co. Molson Coors 
had about 39 per cent of the 
national market and had net 
sales of $4.21 billion US world-

wide in fiscal 2013, according 
to company reports. 

Meanwhile, Labatt Brew¬ 
eries of Canada is sticking with 
its tried-and-true formula — 
largely staying away from the 
move to stronger flavoured 
beers. The brewer, founded 
by John Labatt in 1847 in Lon¬ 
don, Ont., eventually merged 
with Belgium-based brand 
Anheuser-Busch InBev in 2008. 
Canada’s No. 1 brand is a hair 
ahead of Molson with about 40 
per cent of the market, accord¬ 
ing to a company report. 

It’s a never-ending party? 

Men and women of all ages 
are seeking out the next big 
thing. Beer has shed its stereo¬ 
typical hoser image, immortal¬ 
ized by Bob and Doug McKenzie 
on 1980s comedy show SCTV. 

CanLit goddess Margaret 
Atwood has a gruit ale (herb 
and berry-infused) with Beau’s. 
Rock god Sam Roberts has a 
“session ale” with Toronto’s 
Spearhead Brewing Company. 
Hipsters with nothing more 
than a home brew kit and a 
dream are giving it a go. The 
money is flowing, but so is the 
hubris. 

The story of Mill Street start¬ 
ing as “three guys and a truck” 
in 2002 is intoxicating, but 
Manning warns some upstarts 
won’t make it. Small outfits can 
have issues with quality control 
and some lack a basic under¬ 
standing of the business side. 

The Beauchesnes have been 
able to steadily build their 
breweiy by mixing the father’s 
business background, with the 
son’s passion for the product. 
Having a national comedy treas¬ 
ure hock his eponymous beer 
on Jimmy Fallon’s TV show last 
year didn’t hurt, either. 

Beau’s is now available in 
New York state and there are 
plans to expand into Quebec. 

Success is giving microbrew¬ 
ers a nice buzz, but is the trend 
close to tapped out? 

“The popularity of craft beer 
is still growing,” asserts Green. 
“People like original things.” 

Raise a glass of (craft) beer 
and cheers to that.

Maybe they shouldn’t 
have marked the 
would-be contraband 
‘animal heads’? 

Federal customs officials atthe 
Port of Los Angeles have seized 
about $ 9,000 worth of mounted 
and stuffed wildlife “hunting 
trophies" that lacked proper 
export permits. 

The collection was on display 
Wednesday during a news 
conference at a Carson 
warehouse.Theitems, packed 
in seven boxes as part of a 
consolidated shipment declared 


to be household goods, were 
confiscated July 23 . “Animal 
heads" was written on one of 
the boxes. 

Investigators said at least 
some of the items were 
purchased from a liquidator in 
Texas by a 44 -year-old man 
fromthe Philippines who wasin 
the United States for the first 
time with his wife and two 
children on a family vacation. 

Officials said the man is co¬ 
operating and is not believed to 
have been aware of the needed 
permits. The items will 
probably be donated to zoos, 
universities or other schools for 
educational uses, officials said.

Richard: Mark, the last time 
director Lasse Hallstrom 
went all Food Network on 
us, the result was the 2000 
bonbon Chocolat, a comic 
story with a bittersweet 
edge. He’s revisiting similar 
ground here, mixing gastro- 
porn, good old-fashioned 
romance and cross-cultural 
farce. 

Despite its predictability, 
The Hundred-Foot Journey’s 
collection of characters keeps 


things lively and amusing 
and the food looks so good 
you’ll wish the movie was in 
Smell-O-Vision. 

I thought it was an enjoy¬ 
able film about passion; the 
passion for food, passion for 
culture but most of all, pas¬ 
sion for life. What did you 
think? 

Mark: Richard, I wouldn’t 
use the word passion to de¬ 
scribe this movie. It was full 
of warmth, and it glowed 
from the sun-dappled shots 
of the French countryside 
to the sun-dappled shots 
of the delicious food to 
the sun-dappled shots of 
Helen Mirren’s profile con¬ 
templating Septuagenarian 
sex. 

But passion? If this mov¬ 


ie about food were a food, 
it would be a nice custard, 
served at room temperature. 

RC: Perhaps there wasn’t 
passion of the Gordon Ram¬ 
say style, but I thought the 
characters, particularly the 
young leads, brought en¬ 
thusiasm not only to their 
romance but to their rivalry 
as well. 

As Marguerite, Charlotte 
Le Bon moves beyond simply 
playing the romantic counter¬ 
part and puts herself and her 
dream of being a chef first. I 
liked that she was spunkier 
than you often see in a movie 
like this. Ditto Mirren. 

As Madame comes to re¬ 
spect and then like her new 
neighbours, her ice queen 
demeanour slowly melts, 


allowing the actress to 
subtly reveal layers of char¬ 
acter. 

MB: None of them im¬ 
pressed me Richard, not 
even Mirren. 

The one actor that did 
blow me away was the great 
Indian actor Om Puri, whose 
name even sounds like a fine 
dish, served with a side of 
raita. 

I didn’t find much that 
surprised me in the script 
either, although I wasn’t ex¬ 
pecting the young Indian 
chef to cross the road and 
work at Mirren’s classical 
French restaurant. 

Whether or not you see 
him as a contemptible sell¬

Katie Holmes finds

Katie Holmes is the first to 
admit that she found the idea 
of playing one of the citizens 
in the sci-fi allegoiy The Giver a 
bit of a head-scratcher as far as 
acting exercises go. 

“It was a really challen¬ 
ging role to play because 
it’s this utopian society, this 
alternate reality. There’s no 
emotion, there’s no pain, 
there’s a great deal of secur¬ 
ity and safety, but to play that 
as an actor is interesting be¬ 
cause we like to emote,” she 
says. 

“They don’t have any emo¬ 
tions, but I think that they’re 
human after all, so I always 
believed that the characters 
were capable of love.” 


Of course, the pedigree of 
the project — based on Lois 
Lowry’s award-winning, best¬ 
selling young adult novel — 
didn’t hurt. “I heard about the 
project and I heard it was (direc¬ 
tor) Phil Noyce and Jeff Bridges 
and Meiyl Streep,” she says. “I 
was not familiar with the book, 
so I read the book along with 
the script and I thought it was 
a really powerful stoiy.” 

While it’s been 16 years 
since Holmes shot to fame 
barely out of her teens on Daw¬ 
son’s Creek, the actress has no 
regrets about finding success so 
early. “I feel really lucky for all 
the opportunities that I’ve had. 
I think it’s great to start young 
because you learn the business 
quickly. It’s exciting,” she says. 
And she still keeps up with her 
co-stars, she insists. “I just saw 
Michelle (Williams) in Cabaret. 
She’s amazing in it,” Holmes 
says of her Dawson’s Creek co- 
star’s current Broadway gig. 

Speaking of Broadway, pro¬ 
fessionally Holmes has been a

Prince William is taking a 
new job: Air ambulance pilot. 

Britain’s royal officials 
announced yesterday that 
starting in September, the 
royal will train for about five 
months as a helicopter pilot 
with East Anglian Air Ambu¬ 
lance. If successful, he will 
join the charity group, based 
in Cambridge, next spring. 

The stint will be William’s 
main job, although he will 
continue to take on royal 
duties and engagements. His 
duties will include flying day 
and night shifts, and working 
with medics at emergencies 
ranging from road accidents 
to heart attacks. 

“The pilot is part of the 
team and he will be looking 
after patients with condi¬ 
tions that would be hor¬ 


rifying for many, and some 
pilots may not like that very 
much,” says Alastair Wilson, 
the charity’s medical direc¬ 
tor. “Compared to his role as 
a search-and-rescue pilot, he 
may be dealing with more 
injuiy patients than he is 
used to, but I’m sure he will 
adapt veiy well to that.” 

The job will build on 
William’s experience as a 
Royal Air Force search-and- 
rescue pilot, a position he 
qualified for in 2012 after 
serving other militaiy duties. 
He left that job last Septem¬ 
ber, shortly after his and 
wife Kate’s first son, Prince 
George, was born. 

William will be paid a sal- 
aiy for the new job, which he 
will donate in full to charity.

Though it makes as diverse 
a selection of wines as any 
part of Italy, the north¬ 
eastern region of Veneto 
is best known for its reds, 
with the viticultural area 
of Valpolicella arguably as 
famous as Tuscany’s Chianti 
in the minds of wine lovers. 

Typically bright and 
refreshing, the table wines 
from Valpolicella are easy- 
drinking and grill-friendly. 

Where things get inter¬ 
esting is when winemakers 
dry grapes (a process called 
appassimento). 

The output of the raisin¬ 
like fruit creates richly tex¬ 
tured wines called amarone 
(drier), recioto (sweeter) and 
ripasso (a wine fermented 
with the grape mass left 
over from the production of 
the other two). 

Masi Agricola pioneered 
many of the techniques 
used in making wines from 
dried red grapes and is 
trying them out on white 
wines. Its 2012 Masianco 
Pinot Grigio & Verduzzo 
($15.00-$18.99) 
blends freshly 
picked grapes with 
some that see a 
. light drying. The re-
